CROWNED WITH SUCCESS. 


ENTHUSIASTIC RECEPTION OF THE ENGLISH 
PREMIER AT EDINBURGH. 


An Impressive and Memorable Scene—Ad- 
verse Criticism of the Press—Business Be- 
fore Parliament —International Arbitra- 
tion—Crown Prince Frederick William at 
Munich—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, June 19.—Gladstone’s visit to Scot- 


land is being crowned with far greater success 
than the most sanguine had supposed possi- 
ble. Such ovation to any person is not 
remembered in Scotland. Almost no hostile 
opinion has manifested itself. All 
that opposition papers can say is 
that he must not allow himself to 
be misled into thinking that the 
enthusiasm of public meetings represents the 
feeling of the country. The most significant 
passage of his speech yesterday is the frank 
and complete admission that the details of the 
bill are dead and only the principle is now 
being fought for. Thursday’s Pall Mall Ga- 
zette called its leader Quicunque Vult, pro- 
fessing to give the substance of the Liberal 
saving creed. This Gladstone quoted last night, 
saying that while he could not commend it for 
imitation because it is a parody of sacred 
language, still, looking at the substance,he af- 
firmed it to be strictly accurate. 
THB GLADSTONIAN CREED. 

It ig as follows: The political ‘‘quicunque 
vult’’ runs thus: Whosoever will be acccpted 
as a Gladstonian candidate, before all 
things it is necessary he hold true 
the orthodox Ministerial faith, which 
faith, except everyone do keep wholeand 
undefiled, without doubt he shall not be 
adopted as a Gladstonian Liberal, and true 
orthodox Ministerial faith is this: We agree 
to establish a legislative body in Ireland for 
the management of exclusively Irish 
affairs. This is one article of 
the true Ministerial faith, which 
except a man believe faithfully he cannot be 
saved from rejection at the hands of the local 
caucuses, as a Coercionist, Hartingtonian, 
Chamberlainite, or Heathen man and pub- 


lican.’’ 
GLADSTONE’S MOVEMENTS. 


After leaving Scotland Gladstone will speak 
at Manchester on Wednesday and at Liverpool 
on Thursday. Great efforts are being made to 
induce him to speak at Leeds. The 
present intention, after speaking at 
Liverpool, is to take A short 
rest at Hawarden and then return to Scotland 
if his health continues good. He will proba- 
ably address meetings at Dundee, Firth, and 
one or two other Scotch towns. 

PARLIAMENT. + 

The business of the Commons practically 
terminatéd on Monday, and Parliament will 
probably adjourn till Thursday next. The In- 
dian budget is the only important legislation 
left. The exact day for the prorogation de- 
pends on the Queen's arrival in London, The 
Queen will probably reach Windsor Friday 
morning. Then Parliament prorogues in the 
afternoon and the proclamation dissolving it 
will be issued immediately. 

INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION, 

With reference to Laveley’s plea for an In- 
ternational Board of Arbitration between 
England and America; Hodgson Pratt, 
President of the International Peace Asso- 
ciation, writes: 1 have the pleasure to 
inform you that the International Arbitration 
Association of Great Britain has for some time 
past been in communication with its 
various corresponding societies inthe United 
States,in order that they may bring the subject 
to the notice of President Cleveland. We have 
received an encouraging reply from our Amer- 
ican friends as to the result of the action they 
have taken on this important matter.

A DUKE ROUGHLY HANDLED. 

LonpDon, June 19.—A meeting held in Isling- 
ton, a northern suburb of London, last 
night, to support the Conservative candidate 
for a seat in the House of Commons, ended in 
ariot. The furniture of the room in which the 
meeting was held was-smashed bythe turbu- 
lent mob. Several women were so badly 
frightened by the uproar that they fainted. One 
lady hadan arm broken and was conveyed 
to a hospital. The Speaker’s platform 
was stormed by the crowd. The Duke of 
Norfolk, who is a Whig, was an occupant of 
the platform, was roughly seized by the neck, 
jammed up against a wall and rushed off the 
the stage. A number of aristocratic com- 
panions, who were with the Duke, were badly 
handied. The police were summoned and 
succeeded in stopping the rioting. 

PRESS COMMENTS. 

The Telegraph (Oonservative) says: Mr. 
Gladstone’s Edinburg oration is powerful, but 
it does not face the true issue. He 
fails to perceive that his plan involves 
separation, while his opponents occupy 
firm ground on the union. Lord Salisbury has 
sensibly pointed out that the first duty of the 
Government—a duty too long neglected—is to 
restore order in Ireland.“ 

The News (Ministerial) says: ‘‘Mr. Giad- 
stone struck the key-note when he said this 
election is the e’s election.

ARE THEY ELIGIBLE? 


Flora L. and Volante Claimed to Be Ineli- 
gible to the Granite Mountain Stakes. 


A fine point for experts in the interpretation 
of rules for the government of racing has been 
sprung in connection with eligibility of Vo- 
lante and Flora L. in the Granite Mountain 
Mining Company's stakes run to-day. The con- 
ditions of the race as incorporated in the offi- 
cial programme of the meeting are as follows: 


Winners at this meeting only eligible, for 
all ages, $50 each with $1,000 added, $200 to sec- 
ond, $100 tothird horse; entrios to be made 
and starters named through the entry box at 
the Secretary's office at the track thirty min- 
utes after the last race on the ninth day; a 
winner of two races during this meeting when 
carrying * ＋ for age to carry 5 lbs. extra. 

From this it will be seen that entries are to 
be made not later than the ninth day of the 
meeting. Thursday being this day, the con- 
ditions of the race were not filled so far as 
Flora L. and Volante are concerned, both of 
these horses remaining non-winners until 
yesterday. In order to cover this point it was 
decided to postpone the close of the 
entries one day. This was done because yes- 
terday was an additional day, not provided for 
or anticipated when the terms of the race were 
formulated. The postponement was ordered, 
therefore, 80 as not to bind up the 
éntries over one day, allowing sucha restric- 
tion to exclude winners of races run yester- 
day. Although the matter has been settled, 
so far as ultimate results are comcerned, 
its propriety was argued last night 
at the Southern Hotel, nota few old turf men 
maintaining that.a strict interpretation of the 
zue would undoubtedly result in the declara- 
tion that these two horses are ineligible to the 
stakes.

No 
honest and faithful publio ser- 
vant in his position can do his duty with- 
out being exposed to constant and un- 
scrupulous assaults frem powerful rings 
whose unclean interests are represented 
by the very shrewdest manipulators of 
political and newspaper influence. The 
only wonder is that Sparks’ rul- 
ings have been allowed to @stand 
in so many instances, and it is no 
mall proof of the integrity and good 
faith of the present administration that 
he is still retained in his position. Before 
Secretary LAMAR can proceed very far 
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in the work of reforming the Interior De- 
partment in its relation to railroads and 
land-grabbers, he will find himself ex- 
posed toa hotter fire than that which is 
now directed against SPARKS. 

THE SENATE AND LAND GRANTS. 

The North Pacificland-grant bill, which 
has passed the Senate with only one dis- 
senting vote—that of BLA of New Hamp- 
shire—declares none of the granted lands 
forfeited except such as are conterminous 
with portions of the line now unfinished. 
It therefore affects only the 3,000,000 acres 
between Wallula and Portland, where the 
company does not intend to build, 
another company having provided a rail- 
road between those points without a land 
grant, and certain landsin the Cascade 
Range which are valueless. The company 
has built the Cascade branch through the 
valuable lands on both sides of the 
range, and if conceded the lands con- 
terminous with the finished part of the 
line can well afford to connect them 
through the mountaius without asking 
for any of the mountain land, 
though some of it may prove to be valua- 
ble mineral land. 

The land grant without these forfeited 
tracts is estimated to be salable now for 
at least $100,000,000 in excess of the entire 
cost of the road. Senator Eustis’ amend- 
ment to include in the forfeiture the en- 
tire 30,000,000 acres conterminous with all 
those portions of the road which were not 
completed as required by the vondition of 
the grant, was voted down by 32 to 12, 
Van Wyck being the only Republican 
among the 12, and Beck, BROWN, GIBSON, 
PAYNE, PuGH, RANSOM and WaALTHALL 
casting seven Democratic votes with the 
Republicans against the forfeiture. The 
Eustis amendment was simply the commit- 
tee bill which the House has since adopted 
as an amendment to the Senate bill, and 
its fate in the Senate has already indi- 
cated that the Northern Pacific is pretty 
sure to retain all of its land grant conter- 
minous with the finished portions of its 
line. 

The argument that the power of Con- 
gress to declare a forfeiture for non-com- 
pletion of the road within the time speci- 
fied by the grant wasa question for the 
courts did not satisfy the Senators, who 
voted down the Eustis amendment. They 
held that the failure of Congress to order 
a re-entry before the completion of the 
road amounted to an equitable waiver of 
the condition, if it was not a legal estop- 
pel. Andso, in spite of all the learned 
and strong arguments against their posi- 
tion, they have simply recorded it as their 
opinjon that the company has earned the 
lands and shall not be deprived of them 
with their consent.

HELP FOR GLADSTONE. 

When GLADSTONE and PARNELL hear that 
the New York WORLD has undertaken to 
supply the deficiencies of their campaign 
fund they will no longer feel that the 
odds are against them so far as money is 
concerned. The raising of that Bartholdi 
Pedestal fund, when everybody else had 
given it upin utter discouragement, was 
only an incident of the invariable success 
that seems to attend all the WORLD’s 
attempts, and this time it is enlisted in a 
cause which the people of this country 
will certainly appreciate and heartily sup- 
port. British election machinery is pur- 
posely, by law and custom, made so costly 
as to keep the House of Commons a rep- 
resentative of the wealth rather than of 
the people of the country. GLADSTONE’S 
measures for popularizing the government 
have not yet given to the enfranchised 
many the means of holding their own 
against the power of the privileged and 
wealthy few to run the elections and con- 
trol legislation. The large contributors 
to Liberal campaign funds are now on the 
other side, and the greatest difficulty the 
friends of the home-rule policy must en- 
counter in the pending contest will bato 
supply their candidates and committees 
with the means of defraying the 
heavy, unavoidable and legitimate 
expenses of the contest. By and by elec- 
tions will be made as free in fact asin 
name, by means of a law providing for 
these expenses or reducing them. But 
that time will be put a long way off if 
GLADSTONE be defeated in this fight, and 
now is the time for the American friends 
of English democracy and Irish home 
rule to show their sympathy by contribu- 
tions to his success.

A PLEASANT TRIUMPH, 

The race meeting has been one of the 
notable local successes of the year, and 
the success has been wholly deserved. 
Fortune favored the public with fine 
weather, andthe events were unusually 
interesting. But the chief merits of 
the success lay in the management. 
The track and grounds are as pear 
perfection as art and nature can make 
them, the grand stand and the club-house 
are architectural marvels, and when 
adorned by the dainty summer costumes 
of fashion they present such @ picture as 
can seldom -be seen anywhere. The

| races. Finally, the pecuniary results are 
‘satisfactory, and that is the foundation 
stone of permanency and stability. Fi- 
'mancial success once assured, all other 
improvements are easily possible. 

It seems almost superfluous to add any 
personal praise of Mr. GREEN after prais- 
ing the management of the races, and yet 
no mention of the season would be com- 
plete without some recognition of. the 
ex: person to whom so much of the 
wuccess is ue, Without any de- 
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paragement of the able assistance 
which Mr. GREEN has had, we may say 
that he has had more of the work and 
more of the responsibility than should 
fall to the share of one man. He has not 
only done enough to earn the thanks and 
good will of all who are interested in the 
welfare of St. Louis, but he has also 
earned the right to ask that the whole 
weight of the future shall not rest so 
heavily on his individual shoulders. 


„There is not a single dd fool in our 
delegation,’ recently remarked a Ken- 
tucky Congressman to a group of friends. 
The State pride of Kentuckiansis pro- 
verbial, and the exaggerated eulogy of 
the above-quoted language should be ac- 
cepted as the generous tribute to a noble 
commonwealth from the lips of a loving 
son. The Congressman’s remark conveys 
the idea of a unique pre-eminence worthy 
to engage the attention of the way- 
farer. If this proud boast cannot be 
literally sustained by the actual 
facts, we should accept the state- 
ment as substaatially correct, after 
making some allowance for the play of 
lawless fancy and state pride. Whatever is 
odd, novel or bizarre attracts attention and 
invites study, and a large Congressional 
delegation without the distinguishing 
equipment named by this Kentucky en- 
thusiast must bea “drawing” feature of 
the National Legislature. 

It is hard to recall any other delegation 
or official or legislative body which can 
lay claim to the honorable distinction so 
proudly ascribed to the Kentucky delega- 
tion in Congress. Perhaps people disagree 
as to the intellectual status of the Missouri 
contingent in the National Legislature. 
While the old State may have sent some 
fools to Congress, she has atoned for it 
in a measure by respectfully declining 
the proffered services of many volunteer 
statesmen ofthe same stamp. A State 
Legislature without the “d—d-fool” at- 
tachment would be one of the curiosities of 
contemporary politics, and no sensible 
man would waste his time in hunting 
for anything of the kind. As to 
the composition of municipal assemblies, 
he would be rash, indeed, who would set 
up the Kentucky claim for any one of 
them. Certainly BAYARD’s diplomatic list 
would not stand the test, and if the proud 
words of the gallant blue-grass legislator 
are true, the Kentucky delegation in Con- 
gress deserves immortal commemoration 
in history as the only one of its kind up to 
date.

— — 
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FOREIGN ECHOES. 


THERE is reason to fear th at the dark chap- 
ter of outrages and disturbances in Belgium 
is not yet closed, and that the worst js yet to 
come. The most alarming fact in the situation 
hitherto has been the entire want of any definite 
aim among the rioters. They seem to have 
been impelled by a biind fury, prompting them 
to insane acts of destruction, partly by 
way of revenge for their own sufferings, 
partly from avague notion that some good 
may possibly result to themselves, and that, 
do what they will, they can hardly be worse 
off than they have been. They have no or- 
ganization, mo recognized leaders, no pro- 
gramme. Their grievances are real ones. 
The rate of wages is and has been so low that 
the men may fairly have been dissatisfied with 
it. They have no trade BO- 
cieties er unions, and an attempt 
to ereate them, would probably lead to the 
immediate discharge of those concerned 
therein. And the worst of it is that there is 
no loophole for improvement. Wages were 
far too low before the riots, but they will 
now be lower, since the destruction of facto- 
ries and wrecking of workshops is a piece of 
mischief from whichthe perpetraters must be 
the greatest sufferers. 


Ir is stated by a Constantinople correspond- 
entof the Daily Newsthat Prince Alexander 
has entirely outlived all hostile prejudice aad 
personal unpopularity. He is now the idol of 
the Bulgarians, a people who have, in their 
turn, conquered the respect of Europe. The 
Russian Government is said, with some plaus- 
ibility, to be bent on bumbling him before 
his subjects and supplanting him in 
theiresteem. That, however, is more than 
the autocrat of all the Russias can do. Noth- 
ing short of omnipotence can possibly alter 


the sentiments of a nation. If Prince Alex- 
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ander continues to rule, as the phrase is, in 
the hearts of his people, he may well afford to 
smile at the puerile malice of the European 
mischief hatcher. 


A MAN may not marry his deceased wife’s 
sister. Suchis the eleventh commandment, 
as ordained by that consistent preacher of 
morals, the British House of Lords and backed 
by the Church of England. Passed by the 
Commons several years ago, and many 
times since, it invariably finds 
the upper gate closed to its 
appeals for admission. In 1883 the second 
reading was passed by a small majority, 
though on the third reading this decision was 
reversed. With this single exception, the 
upper house has uniformly refused to affirm 
the principle of the measure. It appears that 
the bill is not gaining in public favor, though 
powerful iafluences have of late years been in- 
voked in its behalf. 


LORD REDESDALE, the British peer whose re- 
cent death seemed to cause so much more 
comment and excitement thanit was worth, 
was one of those men who are best described 
by the proverb, Still waters run deep. He 
was not a famous man, nor yet a man in whom 
the general public felt a very vivid interest. 
Yet to those acquainted with the laner life of 
politics Lord Redesdale was as well 
known as the clock tower and apparently 
much more indispensable. Without possessing 
in reality any more privileges than the other 
peers, all of whom in the House of Lords are 
supposed to be equal, he yet ruled the House 
with a rod ofiron. He was a standing excep- 
tion to all rules and forced the House to 
submit alike to his principles, which were 
usually sound, and to his caprices, which 
were sometimes eccentric. It they 
threatened to rebel, he threatened 
to resign. The mere hint was always enough. 
The peers knew that there was no such chair- 
man as Lord Redesdale to be found and woe 
betide the peer who disputed his ruling. He 
took a prominent part in the debates on the 
Alabama claims, contenading that in the 
first instance England ought to have de- 
nied her liability for the damage done 
by the Alabama and similar vessels. He took 
great delight in literary recreations, and 
dressed so shabbily in bis swallow-tail coat 
and slippers that he was not unfrequently 
taken fora butler by members of that order, 
very much to his delight and their discom- 
fiture when the mistake wasrectified, He was 
never married and the Earldom of Redesdale 
now becomes extinct. 


LADY DILKE has justcome before the public 
with a little book entitled The Shrine of 
Death and Other Stories, by Lady Dilke.’’ Itis 
safe to remark that no single page therein will 
contain any words more remarkable and, per- 
haps, more touching than the first, which in- 
cludes the brief preface, and doubtless is in- 
tended to bear upon certain recent and coming 
events.

Thus, when in the sight of th 
unwise these ones seem todie, and their de- 
parture is taken for misery, the seer declares 
that they have their reward and are sealed 
with the seal of a great redemption. 


Ox the &th of last month the Empress of 
India attained her 67th year, having been born 
on May 24, 1819. This age has been exceeded 
by six only of the sovereigns of England, viz. : 
Queen Elizabeth, who attained the age of 69 
years; James II., 68 years; George II., 77 years; 
George. III., 82 years; George IV., 68 years, 
and William IV., 72 years. Her length 
of reign, just haif a century, has been ex 
ceeded by two only of the monarchs .of En- 
gland, viz.: Henry III. and George III., the 
former of whom reigned fifty-six years and the 
latter sixty years. Her Majesty is the oldest 
reigning sovereign of Europe with the excep- 
tions of the Emperor of Germany and King 
Christian of Denmark, the former ot whom is 
90 years of age and the latter 60.

The merchants are therefore warned 
at the peril of losing their business not to add 
spurious things to their teas, also not to make 
the teas heavy by keeping them wet, and not 
to economize the labor of manipulation. 


. The President’s Salary. 
From the Baltimore American. 

A great deal of talk has been occasioned by 
the mention of the fact that the President 
always used new money. Some people 
laughed at the idea that he handed a crisp 
new $100 bill to Dr. Sunderland for his mar- 
riage fee, and, again, that he put a crisp new 
$5 bill in the collection plate at Oakland 
church. People said, ‘‘Why, the President 
must have money made especially for him.’’ 
The truth is, the President always receives 
new notes direct from the Treasury. 
He never gets old notes, except in 
change, when he pays a dil or 
makes a purchase. The United States Treas- 
urer, on the last day of each month, sends the 
President his salary—$4, 166.66—the odd change 
in bright new silver and copper cents, and the 
notes all new and of the latest issue. Mr. 
Cleveland, like his predecessors, keeps a pri- 
vate bank account with Riggs & Co., and the 
day after he gets his salary he makesa deposit, 
reserving enough to pay current expenses. It 
is said that his account has shown as large a 
balance as $35,000, as he has an income besides 
his official salary. Before he entered public life 
he made from $10,000 to $15,000 a year by his 
practice, and his expenses were not more 
than $2,500. He has saved much of his first 
year’s salary, but now that he is married his 
expenses will increase.

‘HE MISSOURI CAR AND FOUNDRY WORKS 


ALMOST DESTROYED BY FLAMES. 


Another Destructive Confiagration at Hay- 


dock Brothers’ Carriage Factory — The 
Origin in Each Case Unknown — Great 
Work of the Department—The Losses and 
Insarance—Adjacent Property Saved. 


Philip Vogel, night watchman of the Missouri 
Oarand Foundry Works, between Anna and 
Dorcas streets, while making his round at 10:30 
o’dlock last night smelled smoke, which 
seemed to be coming from the south- 
ern part of the yards. After a 
search over the yards he discovered 
a light in the refrigerator car shed and turned 
on the alarm. In a few minutes the flames 
burst through the roof of the shed and spread 
to adjoining sheds and over the yard with in- 
credible rapidity. No. II fire company ar- 
rived on the scene promptly and Foreman Ben 
Fath, seeing the extent of the blaze, at once 
turned on a second alarm and shortly after- 


ward, when Chief Lindsay ar- 
rived, a third alarm was turned on. 
The car foundr orks cover an area of six 
blocks. The fotihdry, blacksmith shop and 


paint shop occupy about two blocks of the 
north end of the property, and the car depart- 
ment, which occupies nearly four blocks to 
the south, was the portion of the works con- 


sumed. The buildings in this portion of the 
works were the machine shops, the 
planing and saw mill, the boiler-house, 


ashed for refrigerater cars, carpenter shop, 
finishingshop, paint shop and oiished. They 
are bounded by Anna, DeKalb and Dorcas 
atreets and the * Mountain yards. On the 
side of the buildings lumber was piled up and 
on the tracks were cars waiting for repairs or 
for use to bring or ship materials. New cars 
and cars in course of construction 
wereinthesheds. The lumber and car mate- 
rials were dry as tinder and fed the flames and 
caused them to spread with uncontrollable 
rapidity. 
THE BLAZE 8WEPT 

over the acres of dry lumber. Within half an 
hour the refrigerator car shed, 100 by 150 feet 
was in ruins and the twenty-five 
new cars standing on the construc- 
tion frames entirely consumed. A breeze 
from the north sent the flames through the 
lumber piles, destroying them, and caught the 
car shops, carpenter shop and boller-house. 
A trestie work was consumedin reach of the 
two last-mentioned shops, On the west was 
another trestle on which were sixteen cars 
loaded with pine lumber. Ten of these cars 
were drawn off before the fire reached 
the trestie and the remaining six were 
consumed. Au immense amount of pine and 
oak lumber was piled on each side of these 
tracks, which was attacked by the flames. 
The fire department played on the fire at this 

oint effectively, saving about half of the 
umber lying to the south towards Hitze’s 
Glass-works. Thirty-three of the piles of 
lumber were destroyed. 

Within two hours after the fire first broke 
out the flames were under control so that they 
could be confined inside of the car yards. 
Eleven engines of the Fire Department were 
on the scene and did splendid work in con- 
trolling the flames and preserving surround- 
ing property. 

he burnt areaisin triangular shape, lying 
between the Iron Mountain trackson the east 
aud southeast, the private switch track on the 
southwest and the roadway dividing the yards 
onthe north. In it were the shops already 
mentioned as having been consumed. The 
biacksmith shop was seorched and the drying- 
house was slightly injured. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 

The fire started in the southeastern part of 
the burnt district in what is known as the re- 
pairshed. This shed was open on the sides 
and was used only as a cover to the repair 
tracks. On these tracks at the time 
of the fire were several refrigi- 
erator cars and system cars belonging 
to the Iron Mountain and Missouri Pacific 
Railroads. All cars needing any repairs were 

ut into these sheds. The trucks were oiled 

here and the boxes packed with cotton waste 
and lubricating materiais. From long use the 
round is always covered with this oil and 
he ties of the track were soggy with 
it. Duringthe day considerable of waste 
and other inflamable materials are about the 
place. Itis the custom ofthe works to have 
this thoroughly cieaned up at night, but the 
men have been working over time recently, 


and it is supposed that owing to the 
late hour of quitting last night 
some of this stuff was overlooked. 


A Spark froma passing engine would eas 
ignite this material. The Iron Mountain trac 
ia but a few feet to the east, and in the ab- 
sence of any positive information that theory 
is the most tenable. Atthe time of the blaze 
the fre was from the southeast and the blaze 
was carried toward the planing mill and en- 
gine room. 
LOSS AND INSURANCE. 

The losses cannot at presemt be very accu- 
rately estimated. Mr. Gardiner of the Car 
and Foundry mpany says that $100,000 will 

robably cover the loss, but he cannot say 
vefinite yuntil next week. Insurance Agent 
Whippie estimates the loss at between $70,000 
and ,000. 

The total Insurance on the works amounts to 
$120,000, but the policies on the burned portion 
amount to about $60,000. The lumber in the 
yards which was destroyed is not insured, and 
will involve a loss of $10,000 to the foun- 
dry company.

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THE NAVAL PROBLEM, 


The United States Have to Censtruct an En- 
tirely New Navy. 


From Harper's Magazine. 

In reviewing our work of construction 
for the past thirty veurs we see no new 
type of cruiser. The only types of ships 
that we have are those that date before 
the war, since which we have but repro- 
duced the same in classes of differing di- 
mensious. From the sailing ship with 
nuxillsary steam-power we have passed to 
the steamer with auxilliary sail-power, 
but we have no full-powered steamers, 
with or without sails. As long as it is con- 
sidered necessary to spread as much can- 
vas as isnow used, the space assigued to 
boilers and engines is limited and we fail 
to achieve full power; a reduction to the 
minimum of sail-power must be accepted 
before we can presenta type of a full- 
powered steamer. 

With the exception of two vessels of the 
Alert class, built of iron, we have nothing 
but wooden hulls. We have continued to 
build in perishable material, requiring 
large sums to be spentin repairs and ig- 
noring the manufactures of the country, 
which could be aided in their development 
by the contrary course. We have permit- 
ted the age of steel to reach its zenith 
without indicating that wewere aware of 
W pretence. 

ith the exception of a few Palliser 
converted rifies of eight-inch calibre our 
arinaments consist of smooth-bore:- cast- 
iron guns which have composed our bat- 
teries for rey Toate. These are now to 
be discarded and their places to be fixed 
with modern steel caunon. 

Torpedoes, movable torpedoes, of which 
we know nothing practically, are to be 


of our equipment. Torpedo boats are to 
be brought into use and details innumer- 
— * are now to be studied and worked 
out. 

Conceive, then, a high-powered steamer 
with a minimum of canvas, built of steel 
armed with modern steel artillery an 
secondary — of Hotchkiss guns, 
fitted for launching movable torpedoes, 
with protective deck over boilers and en- 
gines, dividedinto many water-tight com- 
partments, giving protection to buoyancy 
and compare such a ship with the type of 
the United States cruiser which we now 
possess and an idea may be formed of the 
violence of the transition through which 
weare to pass. And there is nothing in- 
termediate to break the suddenness of 
this change; there is no connecting link. 
The structure of to-day is placed in di- 
rect contrast with that of twenty-five 
yearsago. This is the position in which 
we stand and we can but accept the situa- 
tion from which thereis no escape. 


A Fortune Sifted from Ashes. 

From the Chicago Herald. : 
‘*‘T know a man,“ said a cable car pas- 
senger, ‘‘who came to Chicago three years 
ago, when he was just of age, withouta 
dollar. He hired out to a butcher and de- 
livered meat from a basket, which he car- 
ried on his shoulder. It was hard work 
and the young countryman didn’t get fat 
on it, but he kept his eyes open and re- 
solved to improve the first opportunity to 
better his condition. As butcher boy he 
went much into alleys and back yards, and 
there noticed that the ash 
came from the house stoves had a good 
deal of coal in them. He bought a hand- 
cart with his savings, resigned from 
the butcher shop and went 
around and made arrangements 
with householders to draw their ashes 
away.

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A PAINTER’S LOVE. 


THE ROMANCE OF THE LATE ALPHONSE DE 
NEUVILLE’S LIFE-TIME. 


A Sweet Story of Affection Told by His 


Paris Correspondence of the P hiladelphia Times. 


The other day Mme. de Neuville, widow 
of the late famous painter, told me the 
story of the life-long love that existed be- 
tween her and him—of how it be „ Was 
continued through poverty and great 
temptation, was their 
when glory and wealth. had come and 
lasted until death separated them from 
each other.. It is a beautiful story of 
affectionate friendship, of years of trust, 
of honest lives, and I want to tell it to-day 
to the many readers of the Times. 

When Mlle. Marechal first met Alphonse 
de Neuville he was a handsome fellow of 
20, full of ambition and talent, but very 
poor. She, too, was young, but she was 
already celebrated for her beauty and her 
successes on the stage, as well as for her 
many rich admirers. The two fell in love 
at first sight and she abandoned her pro- 
fession, refused all the offers made her, 
turned her back on society and went to 
live with him. Without a pang of re- 
morse, withouta single 8 ac- 
cepted the new situation, devoted herself 
to encouraging the young artist whom 
she loved and in whose success 
she had confidence, and endured 
the poverty and misery shared with 
him without one word of complaint. 
One day Locle, secretary of the Grand 
Opera, gave De Neuville two seats in the 
dress circle, first row at that, for the pre- 
miere of anew opera. When Alphonse 
showed Mme. de Neuville, as she 4was 
already called, the ticket, she said: My 
dear, I must wear a handsome toilette, 60 
as to do you honor,“ and then she went to 
work and prepared one. That night 
every one looked at the handsome youn 
couple with admiration, and the nex 
day Locle called and repeated all the 
pretty things he had overheard people 
saying. De Neuville smiled and then 
confessed that the dress had only cost 
thirty-nine francs, while as forthe dia- 
monds they were Rhine stones which he 
had pald fifteen francs for at Yport the 
previous summer. 

IN POVERTY. 

As a matter of tact the domestic ex- 
checquer was so low that neither of them 
had dined that day, so as to beable to pay 
for the cab which took them to the opera. 
They were then living in rooms for which 
they paid two francs a day, in a house 
where the other tenants were such ques- 
tionable characters that De Neuville slept 
with a sword under bis pillow. They had 
to put up with sufferings of all kinds and 
with insults from their respective 
families because they were not married.

One day during a 
summer’s holiday in Belgium they strolled 
into a little country church. There was 
no one there but themselves and De Neu- 
ville and Mimi,“ as he always called her, 
knelt before the altar of the Virgin. 

‘*We are united before God,“ said he, 
and we will never leave each other.’’ 

„Never!“ she answered simply. Then 
the painter slipped a gold ring on her 
finger, whichlater on became the wedding 
ring. 

Then came an existence all made up of 
work as well as hope forthe picture the 
artist was painting in their little room in 
the Rue du Temple—a canvass so large 
thatit stretched from ceiling to floor, on 
which the artist Sad to sit cross-legged in 
order to 1 the lower portion.

Mr. Yancey’s wound 
bled most profusely and ascene of the 
greatest confusion prevailed. It has been 
several times stated since Mr. Yancey’s 
death that it resulted from in es

William Lowndes Yancey was born in 
South Carolina about 1812. While a very 
young man he was a student at Williams 
College, in this State, and was expelled 
from the same for misdemeanor. His 
father died young, and his mother was 
married a second time to Rev. Dr. Bea- 
man of Troy, N. T. Mr. Yancey studied 
Iuw, killed a man in South Carolina ina 
duel, moved to Alabama, where he de- 
voted himself to law and litica, 
He took his seat in the National 
House of Representatives in 1845, bat 
resigned in a few months and never again 
held office until after the establishment of 
the Southern Confederacy. He was an 
advocate of secession for years before the 
rebellion. His speech at the Charleston 
National Democratic Convention of 1860 
was, in the opinion of the writer, a mas- 
terpiece of eloquence and logic. Prabably 
no man did more than William L. Yance 
to fre the Southern heart and precipi- 
tate the cotton States into revolution.”

POOR MAY HATCH. 


THE SAD SUICIDE OF A BEAUTIFUL AND 
WEALTHY BALTIMORE GIRL. 


Strange Mystery Connected with the Tragic 
Afiair—Mise Hatch’s sudden Disappear- 
ance from Home—Taking Passage on the 
Steamer Chatham—Overboard Off Block 
Island—The Body Found. 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1sraTcu. 

BALTIMORE, June 19.—There is some strange 
mystery connected with the suicide of Miss 
May Hatch, the beautiful young lady who 
leaped from the deck of the steamship Chatham 
into the sea near Block Island. 80 far as tis 
facts can be learned, she was an accomplished 
girland bad a happy bome. She was justly 
popular in the society of East Baltimore. Her 
family had not the slightest idea that any seri- 
ous trouble weighed upon her mind When 
she left her home, at 210 Aisquith street, 
on last Monday, she displayed no signs of 
agitation or emotion. To her relatives she said 
she was going on a little shopping expedition. 
Miss Hatch had in her possession when last 
seen alive a large sum of money. When night 
cameon and the girl failed to return to her 
home her relatives became alarmed, fearing 
that she might have been robbed and mur- 
dered. The police were at once notified and 
detectives put upon the case. They could not 
findaclewto her whereabouts or a tangible 
explanation for her absence, except such as 
conjecture furnished. Miss Hatch’s 
family became wild with excite- 
ment. Tuesday evening a dispatch 
was received in Baltimore saying that the girl 
had been seen in Norfoik, Va., but no further 
information was offered. Her brother, Wm. 
M. Hatch, at once started for Norfolk. When 
he reached that place his sister had disap- 
peared. Theauthorities were asked to aid in 
serching for her, and did ali in their power to 
relieve the anxious brother. Not a trace 
of her could be found. It was finally 
decided that she must have left Norfolk on 
some one of the outgoing steamers. Since 
then the unfortunate family in East Baltimore 
have waited for some news of Miss Hatch, 
until Thursday night, when a brief telegram 
from Boston announced shat she had thrown 
herself into the sea from the steamship Chat- 
bam, near Block Island, during the voyage 
from Norfolk to Boston. The news has 
created a great sensation, for Miss Hatch was 
very well known. Since the news of her death 
arrived it has been learned that instead of 
going on a A tour on Monday, she 
went direct from her home to the steamship. 
She has been in delicate health for some time, 
but her mind was thoughtto be perfectly 
clear. Her family are unable to account for the 
tragic end to a life that promised to be pappy: 
For years she had suffered from a painful II- 
ness,and there are peeps who think that 
this may have induced a fit of despondency 
in which she made her mind up to get out of 
the trouble by a quick and easy death. 

THE SUICIDE 

When the steamer Chatham of the Mer- 
chants and Miners Line from Baltimore, en- 
tered the slip Thursday afternoon at 
the Central wharf a policeman in citi- 
zen’s clothes inguired if any one was 
on board by the name of May 
Hatch.

No single face on canvas ever made the 
reputation for its author that the ideal head of 
a bare-throated boy of Italy gave the painter 
Richter. Whatis itin the face that arrests 
attention?

Garibaldi Alley. 

There are several little colonies of them in 
this city.

A walk through the place atnight reveals 
through the open windows views,the only rec- 
ommendation of which is their economy of 
space.

Be piled boxes of lemons in assorted stages 
of growth, ripeness and decay,bunches of ba- 
nanas hanging from the mantels and 
ceilings to ripen in the heat, 
the family washing and the changes 
of garment that the partial disrobing for the 
night has placed at N 2 liberty. And 
when the breeze is in their favor all the per- 
fumes of Arabia would refuse to conduct an 
opposition, even at a steady salary of a thou- 
sand dollars a minute and expenses.

At intervals the doorways opening on 
the alley lead to court yards, wherethe people 
are a bit more secluded. Into one 
of these court yards about thirty 
by forty feet in area, a 
dozen rooms will find an 
outiet and a play-ground 
for their inmates.

REV. MOTHER ALOYSIA HARDY. 


Death of the Noble Assistant General of the 
Order of the Sacred Heart. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEw YORK, June 19.—The Rev. Mother Aloy- 
sia Hardy, Assistant-General of the order of 
the Sacred Heart, who died a few days ago in 
Paris, France, was an American, andcame of 
a Southern family of wealth and high social 
position. She was born in 1809, and was close- 
ly related to the Spaldings, one of the old 
Catholic families of Maryland, and the same 


from which Archbishop Spalding came. She 
was educated in St. Michael’s parish, New Or- 
leans, and at the age o 15 took the 
veil to devote herself to the education of 
youth. Shefirstentered St. Michael’s Con- 
vent in New Orleans, and early attracted at- 
tention by her superior accomplishments. 
Her beauty was beyond comparison, of the 
typical South. As a society woman she would 
certain! have created a sensation. The 

outhful sister started inthe performance of 

er duties withan energy and understanding 
which surprised her seniors. She was passion- 
ately fond of children, and the little ones placed 
ander her teaching returned her affection. 
She rose in the esteem of her superiors until, 
while still a young woman, she was made 
Mother Superior of St. Michael's. Later, she 
was made the head of the order in this city, 
and while in the capacity of Mother Superior, 
purchased the old Lorillard estate on the Hud- 
son, where the convent of the Sacred Heart 
now stands. The late Cardinal McCloskey 
was a very particular friend of hers, and old 
Archbishop Hughes loved her as his own 
daughter. At various times, she taught in 
Albany, Philadelphia, Rochester, Detroit, Cin- 
cinnati, Providence and Boston and, finally, 
she was made a vicar over all these institu- 
tions, including the two convents in this city. 
In 1872, she was called by the General of the 
Order to France, and appointed § As- 
sistant-General in which capacity she 
had the general supervision of all convents in 
America. This comprised the United States, 
Canada and South America. Mother Hardy’s 
official residence has since been in Paris. She 
visited this country in 1874 and again in 1877 
and 1882, and on each occasion she visited all 
the convents under her charge. Her last 
illness was not at first considered fatal, but on 
Thursday, a week ago, the Rev. Mother Jones, 
who has charge of the vicarage of which New 
York forms a part, was cabled that Mother 
Hardy was dying and that she had expressed a 
desire to see her before her life was 

BROUGHT TO A CLOSE. 

Mother Jones sailed on Saturday last and 
will not hear of her Superior’s death until she 
arrives on the other side. The death 
of Mother Hardy will be mourned throughout 
the country and particularly in this city,where 
she spent so many of her years of usefulness. 
The expressions of griefand sorrow heard at 
the Convent yesterday were touching in the 
extreme. 

The Mother Superior said: ‘‘There was not 
another sister in the order who was so uni- 
versally loved and respected by all who knew 
her. She was a woman of a century. Al- 
though her administrative ability was of the 
highest order, she was 3 kind and gen- 
tie in her manner to those who were subaxdi- 
nate to her, and none can say, no matter what 
a tay —— may have arisen, that they ever 
1eard her say a harsh word. 
good she has done the world al- 
most incalculable. She has built up 
many a convent which was in need; thou- 
sands of children have been under her care, 
and many of them have received teaching 
from her personally. She always took an in- 
tense interest in her pupils, following them 
often long after they had gone out from her 
into the would, and time and — when they 
have found themselves in trouble or distress 
of any kind they have come to her for com- 
fort and advice, just asa little child comes to 
ite mother. —— have been brought into the 
fold by her saintly example, and many have 
been saved from shame by her kindly advice 
and warning. In the hour of affliction she 
has often helped to soften the bitterness of 
grief, and her words of Christian assur- 
ance and comfort have brightened the 
path of more than one oor soul in 
the dark valley. Her professed object in life 
was to enlighten the hearts and minds of 
youth, and in this she has been eminently 
successful. She has lived to see many follow 
the course she pointed out to them, and the 
— r and blessings of numberless grateful 

earts will follow her to the grave. Her work 
will be as lasting as hei memory. 

It is expected that some religious ceremony 
will be held in this country in connection with 
the death of Mother Hardy.

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A GRAND AFFAIR. 


THE PUBLIC RECEPTION AT THE WHITE 
HOUSE LAST EVENING. 


Over Twelve Thousand American Citizens of 
Both Sexes Pay Their Respectsto the Pres- 
identand His Bride—The Unconventional 
Dress of the Visitors—Mrs. Cleveland’s 
Heroic Fortitude—Four Hours of Hand- 
Shaking and Smiling. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarou. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 19.—Receptions 
of various kinds have been held at the White 
House from the time of President John 
Adams, who was the first occupant of the 
Executive Mansion, down to the present day, 
butall former ones sink into insignificance 
when compared with the one given last night, 
if numbers count for enything in estimating 
the magnitude of the reception. The like was 
never before sgen within the recollection of 
the oldest inhabitant, when crowds are 
taken into consideration. The average political 
demonstration is like a side show at a 
circus, when compared with the honor done 
last night by the public to President Cleveland 
and his bride. Though the announcement was 
made that the reception would be held from 9 
to ll p. m., the White House grounds wers full 
of people, being placed in line by the guards, 
as early as 70’clock. It was a well-behaved 
gathering, the great majority. being ladies. 
There were few public men present, and not 
more than fifty came in carriages. It was a 
democratic assembly, clothed in the most rigid 
Jeffersonian simplicity. There were no dress- 
coats, and the decollete evening dress of the 
ladies had been discarded. It was the only 
opportunity for the great array of department 
attaches to be admitted tothe reception of 
Mrs. Cleveland, The line of march, for such 
it was, was upon the west side of the grounds, 
entering atthe gate next to the War Depart- 
ment, and in many places these were ten 
abreast. At no place were there less than five. 


At 9:05 the guards at the front entrance swung 
open the doors and began 
ADMITTING THE PEOPLE IN PLATOONS. 
By this time the line extended from the 
door down the west side of the grounds to the 
gates, thence east on Pennsylvania avenue to 
Fifteenth street, numbering at the best calcu- 
lation 10,000 people. Within the house every 
preparation had been made early in the 
evening for the large crowd that was expect- 
ed. The dining-room to the right of the vest- 
ibule had been transformed into a cloak-room 
with a dozen attendants. Immediately across 
the hall the State dining-room had been fitted 
forthe reception of ladies’ wraps. The con- 
servatory at the end of the hall was open, that 
no feature of the more private reception 
of the earlier part of the week 
might be lacking. All through the conserva- 
tory, however, were guards to prevent the 
destruction of the plants. At eve door 
through which the procession would pass 
stood policemen in plain clothes, while 
through the various rooms were scattered de- 
tectives disguised as guests, with high collars 
and white ties. A numberof people were ad- 
mitted before the appointed hour. They-were 
the families of the clerks in the executive 
offices and a few others. They were confined 
to the hallway. A few minutes after 9 o’clock 
the Marine Band, which was stationed in the 
vestibule, struck up ‘* Hail to the Chief, and 
the Presidential party, preceded by Col. Wil- 
son, Came down the stairway and, passing be- 
tween the two lines of people, proceeded to 
the Biue-room. Immediately the crowd 
in the hallway formed into line at 
the door of the East-room. At 
the .same moment the outer doorway 
opened and the first detachment of the crowd 
without was admitted. Few of those who en- 
tered cast their eyes toward the cloak - room; 
hats, canes and other impediments went right 
through with the procession. Here and there 
a young girl took the hat from her head and 
held it behind her as she passed through the 
reception-room, and occasionally a young 
man became fearfully embarrassed by the 
consciousness that his hands were full. But 
as a rule the crowd was good natured. One 
oung man, with lightly curled red hair even- 
y spread over his head, was resplendent in a 
pair of pearl colored kid gioves. But kid 
gloves and dress suits were in a hopeless mi- 
nority. Bob-tailed business suits, Sunday-go- 
to-meeting’’ clothes, painfully black and 
shiney; summer suits of gray, and even the 
flimsy seersucker and pongee, were plentiful. 
THE COLORED ELEMENT 

was lacking in the make-up of the crowd—not 
more than half a dozen of them, and those all 
wcmen, passed through the reception rooms. 
The styles of salutation indulged in were 
varied in the extreme. Little men strutted 
along 8 greeting the Presidential 
party with an inclination of the head. Bi 
men backed and sidled and slipped along an 
wondered afterward how they got through 
the room. Little boys made most elaborate 
obeisances, evidently the product of much 
attitudinal study and instruction. One thin 
woman over six feet in height, doubled up like 
a jack-knife as her hand grasped that of Mrs. 
Cleveland, while a broad smile almost cut off 
the lower part of her face from that 
above. Among those near the head 
of the line of visitors was a little deaf 
mute girl with a pretty face. Asshe drew 
near the President she pulled from her 
pocket a tabletof paper and with a pencil 
wrote on it ‘‘Compliments of Miss Elliott.’’ 
As she reached the President she quickly tore 
off the leaf and handed it to him with a smile 
He looked embarrassed evidently the first 
thought that crossed his mind was that it con- 
tained an appeal of some kind. Acting on 
first impressions he hastily crumpled it in his 
hand and thrusting it into the tail pocket of 
his coat, said, ‘‘You must excuse me, I am 
engaged, while the little girl drifted on 
with the crowa looking back in mute sur- 
prise. As the visitors reached the Green-room 
they turned and craned their necks to get an- 
other view of the receiving party. Many 
would have tarrieda while, but the guards 
keptthem moving. 

t midnight there was still over 1,000 people 
in the line patiently waiting. Whenthe hour 
of ll arrived those upon the outside had be- 
come resigned to disappointment, thinking 
the reception would close at thathour. It 
was not long, however, until messengers were 
sent down the line saying the President would 
receive all who came if it took all night. This

Directly back of these two rooms is 
the gymnasium, 40 feet square and 26 feet high. 
Double windowggive plenty of light and air 
for the use ofthe gymnastic apparatus which is 
of the latest pattern and complete enough to 
satisfy all demands ofa rational physical de- 
velopment. From the front entrance a large 
stairway of stained and polished wood leads 
into the second-story inthe front of which the 
smoking and reading-room, large and airy 
and furnished chastely and profusely,invites a 
visitor to take his ease. The billiard-room 
opens from this, and, supplied with a pool 
and billiard table,meets every requirement. A 
pretty bay window looks out over Cardinal 
avenue, commanding agood view also of 
Olive street. A card-room over the lavatory 
is still another division. In therear ofthe 
billiard-room are the 112 lockers and the 
dressing-rooms. A fulltennis court in the 
rear of the house is also the club’s property. 
Altogether the club-house is one of the most 
complete in the United States, and it is rap- 
idiy repaying in its comforts the $15,000 ex- 
pended on it.

BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS, 


A RAGE FOR THIS CLASS OF ORGANIZATIONS 
AT THE PRESENT TIME. 


Their Rapid Growth in Popularity—Twenty of 
Them in st. Louis — How People Buy 
Homes by Simply Paying Kent~The Sys- 
tem Explained. 


There may be said to exist in the city at 
present a boomin the business of mutual 
building and loan associations, those organ- 
izations that erect homes for people of modest 
income upon monthly payments not exceed- 
ing the usual amounts paid by them for 
rented houses. Among such of the peo- 
ple as have closely examined in- 
to the methods of these institutions there 


is the most decided approval of them. In 
Philadelphia there are over four hundred of 
these associations. Some of that number have 
outlived their usefulness and retired from 
business. In St. Louis there are about twenty. 

With a view of learning the exact privilegés 
accorded under their rules and the ad- 
vantages, if any, that they offered over the 
usual methods of acquiring property, a re- 
porter paid a visit to the officers of 
several of the most prominent of them. The 
by-laws and constitutions of the associations 
are about alike, as their main features are 


made for their government. 
AN ASSOCIATION 18 FORMED 

with a capital stock $500,000. This amount Is, 
of course, not paid up. It is represented by 
2,500 shares of stock valued at 4 each. Of 
these no member is permitted to have less 
than five or more than fifty shares. The pay- 
ments on these shares are regulated by the 
following clause: Members shall pay for 
every share of stock in their names $1 on or 
before the first Tuesday of every month, un- 
tilthe association matures; no notice ig re- 
quired. 

The purpose of the organization Is also ex- 

lained in the by-laws, from which the follow- 

ng is an abstract: 

The object of the association shall be the accumu- 
lation of a fund to be loaned to its members or to per- 
sons not members. This fund shall be formed from 
coliections and monthly dues, premiums on loans, 
interest on loans, fines and other sources. 

The money thus accumulated shali at each regular 
meeting on the first Tuesday of ch month be put 
up at auction and awarded to th ember who bids 
the highest premium for the same. This premium 
shall be deducted in advance, the successful bidder 
receiving in cash the amount of his loan lees premium 

id. The borrower must pay all expenses incident to 
the loan, whether ratified by the board or not. No 
loans shall be made toasecond bidderonthe same 
evening for a premium lower than the bid next to the 
successful bidder. 

THE OBJECT OF THE LOANS 

referred to as being extended to the highest 
bidder among the members isto enable the 
borrower to build underthe auspices of the 
association. Any person may become a mem- 
ber by the taking of five shares of stock, the 
r of the monthly dues on the same 

eing all that is required. Many of the mem- 
bers are in the association simply for the pur- 
pose of saving the money which is thus de- 
posited with its officers. Ifat the expiration 
of the organization’s life he has not borrowed 
from it, his earning is determined by the fol- 
lowing clause: 

When every share shall have been furnished 
with a loan of $200, or when the net cash of 
the association shall be sufficient to pay to each 
and every free share of stock $200, less the average 
premium paid by the borrowers, the directors shell 

roceed to pay, satisfy and discharge all debts and 
labilities and shail pay over to the owner of each 
share, not having obtained a loan from the assocla- 
clation forthe purpose hereinbefore specified. the 
sum of two hundred dollars (8200), less the average 
premium paid by the borrowers. ‘Thereafter no fur- 
ther dues or interest shall be payable. But all arrears 
shall be fully paid up. The association shall also de- 
liver to each inortgagor who has fuily complied with 
the conditions of his mortgage or deed of trust a dis- 
charge thereof and all papers connected therewith. 
Any balance remaining in the treasury shall be paid 
to the shareholders in proportion to the number of 
shares held by each. 

THOSE WHO SEEK HOMES. 

The subject is, however, of most interest to 
those who desire to build. To such members 
loans are made for the purpose of erecting 
dwellings upon lots owned by the borrowing 
members, or the association will buy outright 
for a member any house and lot the cost of 
which falls within the full value of his stock. 
As the capital stock is not paid up during the 
early years of the organization there is of 
course not money enough to extend a loan to 
every sharebolder. When money sufficient 
for a loan accumulates in the treasury it is 
offered in 8 meeting and is given tothe 
member bidding the highest premium for the 
loan. This premium becomes part of the as- 
sociation fund. To illustrate the benefits to 
be derived from becoming a borrowing mem- 
ber of an association, the following simple 
table is presented, which 13 applicable toa 
larger or smaller loan:

From the above it will be seen that a bor- 
rower can buy a house in about eight years by 
paying about the same amount that would 
otherwise be paid for rent. The rent of a $3,000 
house would be $300 per year, in eight years 
the tenant would pay for rent $2,400, or only 
$855 less than the cost of house as shown above, 
and not have anything for it, so in reality the 
house costs the borrower but $855 and tuxes. 

The payment ofapremium on a loan does 
not make the loan more expensive. It really 
makes it less expensive by maturing the asso- 
ciation more rapidly. The average life of an 
association is about eight years. 

NEARLY EVERY REAL ESTATE AGENT 

in the city is directly or indirectly connected 
with one or more of these bullding associa- 
tions. Many prominent business men are act 
ive workers in the enterprise. In one large 
clothing house the proprietor of which is in- 
terested in three associations the cierks and 
employes have formed an association, of their 
own with the proprietor at it’s head. One of 
the clerks, who owns twenty-five shares, has 
built a block of flats, the rents from which pay 
both the monthly dues on his stock 
and the interest on the loan. At the 
expiration of ten years at the farthest 
he will have a clear title to the 
property with no cost to himself whatever 
except the taxes. A mechanic or clerk who 
can pay $30 a month can secure a house and 
lot worth $2,200, the monthly payment of $30 
covering every cost, including taxes. 

As the value of these associations is becoming 
understood by the poorer and middle classes 
new ones are being established and those 
already organized are worked to their 
capacity. The wonderful effect of the com- 
panies upon the character of a city where 
every resident has itin his power toown his 
home, and where a large and increasing per- 
centage of them do so, may be readily 
imagined.

Writing history some four years in advance 
must necessarily involve much brain work of 
asomewhat complex nature. One requires a 
good deal of the genius of the Prophet Elijah 
and other antique seers of that tik; much of 
the patience of Job, and a tolerably thorough 
acquaintance with the political policy, past, 
present and to come, of the various nations 
who wield the reins of destiny to-day. 
The anonymous author of Bietigheim“ 
(at whose individnality it would be ungenerous 
to guess) has certainly shown himself well 
qualified to deal with the complex subject he 
has undertaken. His predictions may or may 
not ever develop into fact. The chances are, 
of course, that they will not, but at the same 
time it must be acknowledged that it would be 
avery excellent thing for the world in general, 
and the United States of Amerioain particular, 
if they did. 

The book purports to contain the substance 
ofthree lectures delivered in the year 1932 to 
an audience in Denver, Colo., respecting a 
great and decisive war between Russia, Ger- 
many and Austria on the one side, and Amer- 
ca, England, France, Italy and Spain on the 
other. Itis, in fact, a history in advance of 
that stupenduous struggle between the great 
powers of Europe (America being drawn into 
the vortex) which has been so long the subject 
ofexpectation. The first lecture deals with 
the causes; the second with an account of the 
war itseit and its cost, andthe third with the 
results thereof. 

Ourauthor’s theory briefly sketched is as 
follows: 

A German named Christian Reinhardt, a cit- 
izen of the United States, revisited the Father- 
land for the purpose of bringing back his wid- 
owed mother and sister to share his home and 
fortunes inthe West. But the Fatherland treat- 
ed his truant son with very unparental barsh- 
ness, for he pounced upon him and fined him 
as a deserter from the German army. In vain 
the American showed his passport as a citizen 
of the United States; in vain he appealed to 
the American Consuls in Germany. In the 
presence of the latter he was taken by force 
from his mother’s house bya file of soldiers, 
and upon offering resistance to the arrest, 
was shot dead, passport in hand. 

Naturally enough the United States resented 
this high-handed course of conduct, of which a 
thousand similarinstances had occurred, and 
after in valn attempting to secure an apology 
from Germany, and sume security against 
similar outrages in the future, an extra ses- 
sion of Congress was called to consider the 
propriety of declaring war against Ger many, 
the most powerful military empire in 
the world. During the session a cable 
dispatch was received from the Government 


) of Great Britain, offering the mediation and ar- 


itration of Queen Victoria; if, by that means, 


hostilities would be averted. After a stormy

session afrbitration was decided for—versus 
an immediate declaration of war, by a scant 
majority of five; and a cablegram was dis- 
{patched accepting England's offer. 

Before the matter could be settled, however, 
other great events intervened to put an abrupt 
end to the proceedings of the Council of Ar- 
bitration and to precipitate the general Eu- 
ropean conflict to which events are even now 
hastening. The Emperor William was dead 
and the star of Bismarck in the descendent. 
Internal quarrels were agitating Germany, 
over which France was gloating and at the 
same time holding out the right hand of fel- 
lowship to the United States with a view of se- 
curing their assistance in the future. Mean- 
while Russia was continuing her crafty policy 
to secure the approaches to the 
northwestern frontier of India. Within a 
twelvemonth after the boundary line treaty of 
1885, she renewed her insidious practice of 
advancing her foreposts; until in January, 
1890, the mask was boldly thrown otf, and the 
telegraph flashed the news abroad to the world 
that a Russian army corps had occupied Herat. 

This was, of course, tantamount to a 
declaration of war. England promptly ac- 
cepted the challenge and set on foot war 
preparations on an enormous scale. Turkey 
joined issue with England, and Austria fol- 
lowed suit by sending two army corps to Ser- 
via and Bosnia and concentrating a large flect 
of war ships at Trieste. 

This move aroused still greater indignation 
in Great Britain, and Austria's policy was 
universally condemned. People recalled the 
famous remark made by Mr. Gladstone a few 
years before: Take, said he, a map of 
the world and show me, if you can, one spot 
of earth upon it where Austria has ever done 
any good. * 

Bat it was not with England alone that Aus- 
tria had now toreckon. Italy called upon her 
foran explanation of the mepacing armament 
at Trieste, and France promptly backed up 
the demand by officially expressing a hope 
that Austria's explanation would prove to 
be of a conciliatory and satisfactory character. 
Eventually, Germany and Austria coalesced 
with Russia, upon which the arbitration 
committee was perforce brought to an abrupt 
termination by England's withdrawal trom 
the position of arbiter. Whereupon Congress 
metagain and resolved almost unanimously 
„that war be and the same is hereby declared 
to exist between the Empire of Germany and 
the dependencies thereof and the United States 
of America and their territories,’’ 

Meanwhile, however, European matters had 
been settled. The tri Imperial alliance—Ger- 
many, Russia and Austria, stood shoulder to 
ghoulder, confronting the remainder ot Eu- 
rope. Opposed to them were England, France, 
Spain (who had seized the opportunity to re- 
vive the Caroline Islands incident and had 
joined fortunes with France), Italy and Tur- 
key. The Swiss Republic at once pro- 
@laimed its neutrality and strongly gar- 
fisoned its frontier at every point.  Bel- 
om also endesvored to hold aloof 

the struggle, but was drawn 
into it later by unavoidable complications. 
Holland and Denmark succeeded in keeping 
out ot the ight. The Council of Pilenipoten- 
Maries representing the allied armies extended 
an invitation to the United States to become a

In Russia 
Nihilism was displaced by what was called 
The People’s Union,’’ with ‘‘Education and 
Freedom’’ as its motto. Germany, Austria, 
Russia, and Greece deposed their Ewperors 
and King and blossomed into Republies. Spain 
remained a prey to internal tumult, but 
Italy adopted the new regime. England 
retained her throne, but abolished her House 
ot Lords in favor ot an elective body similar 
tothe American Senate, The Irish difficulty 
was comfortably settled, though just in what 
way is not made very clear. Church and State 
were forever severed and universal peace was 
the order of the day. 

The book is admir@bly written in the same 
terse, minutial descriptive language as she 
best histories. Although, of course, purely 
imaginary, every detail is brought before the 
reader with the force of truth. It is, more- 
over, exceedingly interesting from the first 
page to the last, and we warmly commend it 
to every one who cares for a book at once 
interesting and instructive.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


Retall Prices of Sundry Supplies that Cheer 
the Inner Man, 


The past weck at the market has been an un- 
usually lively one. Every morning between 
the hours of 6 and 7 o’clock a throng of buyers 
with baskets on their arms might have been 
seen moving through the market. It is the cus- 
tom of a great many housewives living in the 


northern and western part of the city to come 
down to the market early in the morning and 
buy provisions forthe day, as they can pur- 
chase at the market considerably cheaper and 
obtain vegetables a great deal fresher than at 
the corner butcher or vegetable shops in the 
vicinity in which they live. The butter deal- 
ers state that there will be a decided advance 
in prices next week. There have been an un- 
usually large number of changes in the prices 
of vegetables during the week. Nearly all 
summer vegetables are now plentiful, and 
consequently cheap. Strawberries are now 
out of the market, and blackberries and rasp- 
berries becoming more plentiful. The game 
dealers report the price of soft crabs as having 
advanced to , and the price of frogs’ legs 
having decreased to $1.50.

Not a single mem- 
ber of Washington society came to the station, 
although the departure and its time had been 
published in the newspapers. It would have 
been very polite upon the part of Mrs. Cleve- 
land ta have come to the station to give her 
predecessor a handsome send-off. It was Miss 
Cleveland who met her upon her arrival here 
on her wedding day. Turn about would only 
have been fair play. Perhaps Miss Cleveland 
preferred to goaway 
ALONE AND UNATTENDED. 


A friend who was on the train with the de- 
parting Clevelands says that the brother and 
sister separated in Jersey City, Miss Cleve- 
land going on over the ferry alone. She took 
an elevated train instead of a carriage and went 
up town in as humbie and unostentatious way 
as doubtless will her Presidential brother 
when he comes to leave the White House and 
return to New York. I understand that the 
President is anything — pleased with 
his sister's second venture into the 
field of literature.

Ihave heard itsaidthat Mra. Cleveland is 
ambitious in a literary way and that it is one of 
the dreams of her life to write a book.

when her social career is over here it would 
not beat all strange ifshe should write her 
personal reminiscences of Washington life.

If 
Mrs. Cleveland only keeps a good common- 
piace dairy during this administration she 
will have epee of material for a most inter- 
esting book. It would be a good thing for 
every administration if there was intimately 
connected with it some persou of literary 
tastes competent to write its correct history. 

A RUN OF GOOD FORTUNE. 

There is nothing that so renews one’s youth 
as a run of good fortune. I have never seen a 
better illustration of this than in the case of 
Senator W hitthorne of Tennessee. He was out 
ot Congress at the beginningof this Admin- 
istration and not receiving much considera- 
tion at the hands of the new officials. He soon 
got to wear that discouraged look that eiderly 
men wear when they begin to think that they 
are being crowded aside in the rush for the 
honors of this life. Any one who might have 
seen the gallant Senator last spring would 
hardly recognize him now. Hehas taken a 
long dip in the fountain of youth called suc- 
cess. eae him this morning looking as trim 
as a young cadet. He wore a clean 
spotiess suit of light-weight spring goods, 
and had cocked over his right ear a jaunty 
straw hat. His boots, linen, hair and beard 
were in such A resplendent state of order as to 
suggest a roseate bridegroom rushing to his 
bligstul fate, rather thanavenerable Senator 
walking eg to his place of business. It is 
to be hoped that the Tennessee Legislature 
will ratify the appointment of Mr. Whitthorne 
with an election. His presence in the Senate 
would bea great gain to it. Mr. Whitthorne 
has been many years in public life. His repu- 
tation is spotiess. He has been tried in many 
ways, but has never yielded to any of the 
temptations of the thousand and one 

INTRIGUES OF THE LOBBY. 

When Mr. Whitthorne was investigating the 
Navy Department an attempt was — to 
break dovn bis investigation by getting him 
involved inascandal. It was noticed that Mr. 
W hitthorne had avery flery eye, and that the 
blood came up into his cheeks very easily, and 
from the glow in his couratenance when tales 
of gallantry were recited in his presence, it 
was concluded that he would be an easy vic- 
tim. The plot was to get Mr. Whitthorne in 
with a party of good fellows, and then he was 
to be led where good Congressmen ought 
never to go. A plan to inveigle Mr. Whit- 
thorne into visiting the Delilah, who was to be 
paid a handsome sum for herservices,failed. I 
do not wish to give Mr. Whitthorne the repu- 
tation of the historic Joseph, but through the 
boasting of two or three of the fellows in the 
plot early information of it came to Mr. Whit- 
thorne before the assault was made on his 
character. The result was that he talked with 
the men, and good-rmaturedly 

KEPT SECRET ALL HIS KNOWLEDGE 
of their plans. But he refused to go with 
them to make any calls. This was only one 
ot many plots made to break down Mr. Whit- 
thorne at that time. 

The social influences of Washington were 
brought to bear with the greatest possible 
W Mr. Whitthorne, aside from mere 
10nesty and integrity, isa man of great char- 
acter. Character is rare among public men. 
The average public man, however. honest he 
may be, is too easily influenced by his sur- 
roundings. It is hard to find a man with as 
much mental courage as Whitthorne. No 
amount of pressure, political or otherwise, 
can swerve him froma course when once he 
has taken itifhe thinks it is the right one. 
At the same time, he is not an obstinate man 
and would readily change, if convinced that 
he was in the wrong. 

THERE WAS AN AFFECTING SCENE 

in the Senate yesterday when Senator Hipple 
Mitchell of Oregon, who has been champion- 
ing the cause oi the Northern Pacific Railroad, 
in the Senate asserted that he was underno 
obligations to that corporation in any way;

Charges of Throwing Games En- 


tered Against Tony Mullane. 


The Muldoon-Cannon Wrestling Match— 
Paddy Welch and Arthur Majesty Fight 


to a Finish at Chicago— Pitchers and 
Their Peculiar ‘‘Styles”—The New Boat- 
House in North St. Loulis—Rowing and 
Base Ball Gossip. 


A pitcher, about to deliver a ball to a batter, 
is an interesting study. If he is a great 
pitcner with a wide-spread reputation; a 
pitcher who, from the obscurity of a country 
town, has sprung into prominence suddenly; 
a pitcher that some enthusiast has heralded 
as a wonder of the first water; in fact, a 
pitcher the crowds will go to see; in fact, a 
phenomenon; if he is all these, then he in- 
variably has a peculiar style, and itis only a 
question of time until ‘‘the gang’’ gets ‘‘on 
to’’ him and fixes a nickname before his pat- 
ronymic that sticks to him as long as he lives. 
Nearly every great pitcher on the ball field has 
a style,“ andthe funniestthing about it is 
that itis something peculiarly and pre-emi- 
nently his own. 80 far as the general 
public is concerned he ia heartily 
welcome to it. The average citizen 
wouldn’t deprive him of it for the 
world. Asa matter of fact the average citizen 
wouldn’ttake it as a gift, and it is doubtful 
whether he could be paid totakeit. Other 
pitchers are averse to adopting it because 
they are averse to being accused of plagiariz- 
ing such a well-known idea, and thus the 
pitcher needs no protection from infringement 
on his style. 


Probably the most peculiar of all the peculiar , 


styles in vogue among the great pitchers of the 
present day is that of Shaw, otherwise known 
as the wizard. There have been long 
fought and dangerous disputes about the 
exact number of motions through which Shaw 
puts himself before delivering the ball. One 
man Claimed thirty-two, holding that he had 
counted them. An attempt to give all of 
them would be foolish. A few will be enough. 
When Shaw first lays his hands on the sphere 
he looks at it. Then he rolls it around afew 
times. Then he sticks out one leg; pulls it 
back and shoves the other behind him. Now 
he makes three or four rapid steps in the box. 
While he does all this he holds the ball in his 


left hand. After he has swapped it to the right 
he wipes his lefton his breeches, changes the 
ball to the left ain and pumps the air with 
botharms. Then he gets down to work and 
digs up the ground with his rightfoot. Then 
rou think he is going to pitch. But he isn’t. 
fe starts in and reverses the programme and 
does it over again three or four times, and 
just as the audience sits back in the seats with 
a sigh, the ball flies out like astreak. Nobody 
knows bow it left his hand, but it did. Shaw 
is called the wizard because his curves are 
supposed to be puzzies to the batters. 

Jutz holds as straight as his angular form 
will allow and rolis the ball around and 
around very rapidly before he takes the posi- 
tion necessary to send it home. 

„Smiling“! Mickey Welch stands with one 
leg out in the beginning of the operation. This 
is withdrawn after awhile, and then Mickey 
plods up the earth with his foot. Next he 
changes the ball from one hand to another, 
wiping the djsengaged member all over him- 
self. Then he expectorates on either hand, 
shuffles around a moment and in goes the ball. 
During all this time the smile, or grin, rather, 
adorns his muy as usual. 

When men are on bases Sweeney rolls the 
sphere continuously between both hands, 
meanwhile watching the bags carefully. Sud- 
denly his right leg goes up, and, as it comes 
down, the ballspeeds away. When the bases 
are unoccupied, he holds the ball in his 
left hand on a level with his chin and 
with the index and middle 
his right he pulls an imaginary something 
from its surface. In Sweeney the leg motion is 
always the same and is never absent. 

Caruthers stands with his right leg well out, 
but ina 1 position, and fumbles the 
ball on his right hip. : 

Clarkson stands with his face to the second 
baseman and suddenly whirls around and 
sends the ball tothe plate with a rapidity of 
moon that should be startling to the batter. 
Of course, on the man that knows Clarkson’s 
style it hasn't the least bit of effect, but Clark 
son thinks it has, and that’s just as good. 

Ramsey, the ‘‘greatest pitcherinthe coun- 
try, hasa — 1 as well as a pecullar style. 
With both limbs as widely separated as he 
can possibly get them, he looks like an in- 
verted y, with its upper stroke cut short. 
While in this position he fumbles the ball on 
his left hip a few moments, and when it leaves 
that terrible ‘‘south paw of bis it travels like 
greased lightning. 

Tony Mullane is another jumping jack.“ 
He ponders for an hour or 30, then suddenly 
shoots both hands high above his head, bring- 
ing his right support up with him, and fires the 
bail away from him like a cannon. 

‘Hecker has a playful style. He holds the ball 
idly afew moments, looks all around him, 
smiles once or twice at the umpire from under 
his fierce mustacke; fa man is on first he 
makes nine or ten quick motions as though 
about to throw to first, and if he does not he 
pitches in a „ swift, if expected, and avery 
slow and easy, if unexpected ball. 

Morris is a left-handed thing, anda terrible 
bother to men who are trying to steal second. 
He stands with one pin out, crooks up his 
back and fondies the bail on his right 
shoulder. Then he lets go likea thunderboit, 
and the agony is over. 

Boyle hasa style, which when described, 
would be taken for that of Foutz but the two 
are as different as day and night. Foutz is 
twice as quick in his movements as Boyle, 
who smiles after the ball is gone. His one 
inarked peculiarity is his manner of rolling it.

As the record showed the contest to be a tie, 
by the written direction of Messrs. Spalding 
and Von der Ahe, the sums of $500 each were, 
on the 23th day of last October, paid to the 
Chicago and St. Louis Clubs. Had the series 
stood three to two, St. Louis would have re- 
ceived $600 and Chicago $400, instead of $500 
each. Itmay be well to add that there was 
not on either side the slightest dispute or dif- 
ference of claim as to the A division of the 
$100 on the basis ofatie. All bets gq with the 
main stake, and every person whose money 
bas been paid away on the basis of St. Louis 
winning the majority ofthe series, is entitled 
to demand the refunding of his money. 

The above statement is correct and the claim 
that the Browns wonthe series is backed on 
the further claim that Anson, the Chicago 
Captain, had agreed to allow the forfeited 
game to go without count and afterwards 
withdrew that agreement.

The Giant’s Struggle for Over Three Hours 
with No Result. 


The wrestling match between Muldoon and 
Cannon, which took place at Cincinnati night 
before last, was, from all accounts, one of the 
most hotly contested and interesting per- 
formances of the kind occurring in many a 
year.

Paddy Welch of Chicago, Does Up Arthur

CuicaGo, June 19.—Paddy Welch of Chicago, 
and Arthur Majesty of Streator, ligh-tweight 
pugilists, fought to a finish Marquis of Queens- 
berry rules, last night.

A LAKE TRAGEDY. 


A Young Kentucky Lawyer Robbed and 
Murdered While Out Rowing. 


CHICAGO, June 19.—The body of R. Davis 
Hutcheraft, a young attorney from Paris, Ky.,' 
who has been missing since May 31, was found 
last evening in the lake near Colehour. Mr. 
Hutchcraft bad been Visiting friends here for 
some time. About5 o’clock on the evening of 
May 31 he hired a rowboat at the foot of Polk 
street and went out for a row. At3o’clock 
the next morning the boat was found drifting 


right side up about two miles from South 
Chicago, but its occupant was missing. 
In the bottom of the boat was found 
a6 vent piece and a bunch of keys. When 
Hutcheraft failed to return on Wednesday 
the matter was reported to the police, his 
friends becoming suspicious that he had been 
foully dealt with, as when he went out on the 
lake he carried considerable money, a draft 
for over $2,000, a fine gold watch and chain and 
other yaluables. Since that time, however, 
no trace was found of him up to last evening, 
when his body turned up near Colehour badly 
decomposed. The watch and chain, the 
money and the draft, which Hutchcraft had in 
his possession when he went out onthe lake,

is coat. There were numerous bruises on the 
head and a deep cut was apparently inflicted 
with a blow with some instrument.

Hutchcraft carried an insurance — of 
$12,000 on his life, which amount will go to his 
relatives. The remains will be shipped to 
Paris, Ky., to-day.

A FATAL LETTER. 


How a Clue Aas Obtained to the Where- 
abouts of an Absconding Cashier. 


NORWALKE,O., June 19.—Martin Van Fleet, the 
absconding bank cashier, was seen at the jail 
last evening, and in reply to a request for an 
account of his travels, said that leaving Nor- 
walk Saturday, March 6, 1884, he went direct 
to New York, and thence by steamer to 
Antwerp, thence to Belgium. Arriving there 
he found the new treaty provided for the ex- 
tradition of embezzlement criminals. Remain- 
ing there one month he retraced his steps to 


Manitoba, went back and forth through British 
Columbia and Canada until last September, 
settling down at Brantford, Canada. 
While there he wrote home to a brother in 
Wakeman for money, giving directions for 
sending. The letter was lost on the streets of 
Wakeman, picked up and sent to the Huron 
County officials, who proceeded at once to 
Brantford, causing Van Fleet's arrest. He 
was indicted for forgery by the Huron County 
Grand-jury. His arrest at Branttord was on 
that charge. He was tried before County 
J ge Jones and coavicted ; carried the case to 
the Superior Court, where the lower court was 
sustained and extradition granted. Van Fleet 
admits the crime committed, but denies the 
charge of forgery. Hethinks he ought to be 
punished, butasentence to the Penitentiary 
would be no greater punishment than he has 
endured the last two years. The taking of the 
money was not premeditated, but done on the 
spur of the moment. He was desperately 
crowded by outside speculation and thought 
he would be able to make it good.
